Exemption from provisions of 

“Technical Instructions for the Safe Transportation of Dangerous Goods by Air” 

Considering the provisions of paragraph 1.1 of Chapter I of “Technical 
Instructions for the Safe Transport of Dangerous Goods by Air”, approved by the 
Council of ICAO and published by its decision for years 2015-2016 (Doc.9284 
AN/905) the State Civil Aviation Administration of the Republic of Azerbaijan 
hereby confirms that “Silk Way” airline is exempted from certain provisions of the 
above mentioned Instructions. The above mentioned airline is permitted to carry 
by its own aircraft dangerous goods provided by the Serbian Military Industries, 
subject to mandatory compliance to the below provisions: 

1. Appropriate requirements of the current “Technical Instructions for the 
Safe Transportation of Dangerous Goods by Air” (Doc. 9284 AN/905) (hereinafter 
“ICAO Tl”) are implemented. 

2. A copy of an exemption letter issued by the State Civil Aviation 
Administration is attached to the accompanying forms. 

3. A relevant approval (permission) is obtained from airports of departure 
and destination regarding a possibility to accept and perform handling of goods. 

4. An exemption from implementation of ICAO Tl for the carriage of 
dangerous goods is obtained from a state of destination and a State of overflight. 

5. Any combined transportation of dangerous goods and passengers, 
excluding experts accompanying the goods is prohibited. 
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6. Dangerous goods are to be placed on board far enough from any source 
of heat and be fastened with tie-down tools. Requirements on compatibility of 
dangerous goods categories must be implemented. 

7. Urgent notification by crew of the local aeronautical authorities about 
dangerous goods onboard, as well as the State Civil Aviation Administration of 
Azerbaijan in case of unscheduled intermediate landing of the aircraft carrying 
these goods. 

8. Notification of the aeronautical authorities of the State of overflight, as 
well as the State Civil Aviation Administration of Azerbaijan in case of any 
emergency situation related to the transportation of dangerous goods under the 
present exemption. 

9. Flight crew must be guided by the ICAO document “Emergency 
Response Guidance for Aircraft Incidents Involving Dangerous Goods” (Doc. 
9481 /AN/928) in case of any emergency situation onboard related to 
transportation of specified dangerous goods. 

10. Aircraft loading at departure airport must be performed in special areas 
of the airport, at least 300 meters away from residential apartments, buildings 
and other aircraft. The loading must be made by the personnel of the airport of 
departure certified for the handling of such dangerous goods and supervised by 
the airport Aviation Security personnel, responsible officer of “Silk Way” airline 
and responsible person of the shipper, if necessary, provided that the aircraft 
positioning (load sheet) is observed. The aircraft weighing must be implemented 
using metrological tools tested according to the established procedure before 
loading of the aircraft at departure airport. 

11. Crew involved in transportation of dangerous goods must be trained 
under relevant programs and approved for operations with dangerous goods in 
accordance with ICAO Tl requirements, as well as other regulations currently in 
force in the field of civil aviation. 

12. Airline, shipper and other parties involved in dangerous goods 
transportation must apply and follow security plans as per paragraph 5.3, Chapter 
5 of ICAO Tl. 

13. After the completion of dangerous goods transportation, “Silk Way” 
airline must provide the State Civil Aviation Administration of Azerbaijan with 
copies of airway bills of the shipper related to dangerous goods as well as copies 
of exemptions issued by the states of overflight and destination. 

14. Quantity and Packing of dangerous goods shall correspond to 
limitations and requirements of the Supplement to Doc 9284 AN/905. A copy of 
an exemption letter issued by the State Civil Aviation Administration is attached 
to the accompanying forms. 

15. Packing kits, labeling and marking of dangerous goods must be made in 
accordance with provisions of ICAO Tl requirements. 



The exemption is granted for the period of operation of 3 (three) flights AZQ 4512 
on the route LYNI - UBBI by the aircraft of “Silk Way” Airlines.
